F.D.R. ORDERED MORE WORK 
ON $20,000,000 FLYING BOAT 


Jesse Jones Testifies President Didn’t Want 
to Waste $13,500,000 Already Spent 
on Hughes Craft. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
esse Jones testified today that 
the late President Roosevelt or- 
dered that work continue on a 
$20,000,000 flying boat ordered in 
wartime from Howard Hughes. 

Jones, former secretary of Com- 
merce and head of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, said he 
talked with Roosevelt following a 
Cabinet meeting in February 1944 
and that the chief executive said 
he did not believe money already 
spent on the project should be 
thrown away. 

At that time, the government 
had spent approximately $13,500,- 
000 on the 200-ton flying boat 
which has not yet been flown. 
Some government production of- 
ficials wanted to drop the project. 

Jones told his version of the 
story to a Senate war investigat- 
ing subcommittee inquiring into 
the award of about $40,000,000

Early in 1944, Jones said, the 
RFC had canceled the contract, 
and asked for a report on the 
feasibility of converting the huge 
plywood craft to metal construc- 
tion.

BIGGEST DAIRIES 
BOOST MILK ONE 


Increased Cost of Operations 
Given as Reason for Rise 
by Companies. 


A price increase of one cent a 
quart on milk and one cent a half- 


‘pint on cream effective Friday was} 


announced today by the city’s two 
largest dairies, Pevely Dairy Co. 
and St. Louis Dairy Co. 

A Pevely official attributed the 
prige rise to increased cost of 
operations. He said the cost of 
raw milk was not a factor in- the 
incre@se, Representatives of 
smaller dairies said they had not 
decided whether to increase prices. 
Under the new schedule, Grade 
A milk will move up from 19% 
cents to 20% cents a quart while 
the half-gallon sizes will increase 
from 38 to 40 cents. Homogenized 
milk, now selling at 20% cents and 
40 cents will cost 21% and 42 
cents, per quart and half gallon 
respectively. 

Coffee cream, current price of 
which is 21 cents a half-pint, will 
cost 22 cents while whipping 
cream will rise from 31 to 32 
cents. The price of butter, which 
is subject to market fluctuations, 
was not affected by today’s  n- 
nouncement, ° 


15 PCT, MORE MEAT IN FALL 
PREDICTED BY HOUSE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP)— 
A House agriculture subcommit- 
tee, in a formal report. today pre- 
dicted a 15 per cent -increase in 
meat supplies this fall and winter. 

The House group issued an in- 
terim report on its investigation 
It said the in- 
crease in meat supplies should 
result in lower prices to the con- 
sumer “unless the policy of ship- 
ping large quantities of meat 
abroad is continued.” 

“Should the export program be 
continued on the same scale as 
during the past 11 months (445,- 
000,000 pounds of meat products), 
the prospect for lower meat 
prices may not be realized,” the 
subcommittee said. 

The report said the quantity 
and price of food available to 
Americans “will be vitally affected 
by our food export program” and 
recommended that Government 
export agencies procees cautiously.

HARRISONBURG, Va., July 30 
(AP)—An explosion in a one-story 
combination beauty shop and 
school killed 10 women here yées- 


terday and injured at least 30 
other persons. 

Rescue workers toiled far into 
the night, using power machinery 
and working in dust and smoke. 
They halted their search of the 
debris at 11 o’clock last night but 
planned to renew it today in an 
effort to ascertain whether more 
bodies might be hidden in the 
ruins of the beauty shop and a 
jewelry store which adjoined it 
on one side. 

Nine of the women apparently 
were killed instantly. Miss Dor- 
othy Gail Bowman of Mount Jack- 
son, getting a permanent wave 4s 
a twentieth birthday present from 
her parents, died of injuries short- 
ly afterward at Rockingham Me- 
morial Hospital. All of the dead 
were nearby residents. 

The cause of the explosion was 
undetermined. An early theory 
that a boilér had exploded was 
discounted last night. Coal was 
being unloaded into the basement 
at the time of the explosion, 2 
p.m., yesterday, and rescue work- 
ers said they distinctly smelled 
gas in the debris. 


Gas Called Possible Cause. 

Mayor Bernard T. Denton 
launched an investigation into the 
cause of the explosion. Fire Chief 
Louis Armentrout said, “We 
haven’t been able to determine 
anything new.” He added that 
many officials were of the opin- 
ion that an accumulation of gas 
in the building was set off by a 
lighted match. 

The blast was felt as far away 
as four miles. Stained glass win- 
dows in a nearby Methodist 
church were blown out as were 
those in several homes and busi- 
ness establishments.

Plea to Be Presented to 
Mayor on His Return 


From Vacation in Min- 
nesota, Says Board 
Member Harris. 


A petition signed bysnine alder- 
men asking Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann to reconsider his decision 
not to call a special session of the 
Board of Aldermen to enact. local 
rent control legislation has been 
drawn up and will be submitted 
to the Mayor as soon as he returns 
from his vacation in Minnesota, 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris, Twenty- 
second Ward Democrat, said to- 
day. 

Those who have signed, in addi- 
tion to Harris, include Democratic 
Aldermen Charles O’Connor, 
Walter Ziegenbalg, Louis Berra, 
William Brady, Edgar Feely and 


Joseph Slay and Republicans Sid- 
ney Redmond, Negro, and J. Ray 
Weinbrenner. In addition, Harris 
said, Aldermen Floyd McKinney, 
Republiean, and Anthony Nie- 
meyer, Democrat, have told him 
they favor the proposal. 


Harris said seven representa- 
tives of educational, labor and 
veterans’ groups had agreed to 
meet with him to discuss the for- 
mation of a committee which 
would carry on the fight for local 
rent control. Other civic leaders 
are being approached on the idea, 
he said, and the date of the meet- 
ing will be set as soon as a suffi- 
cient number of acceptances have 
been received, 


The seven are Dean Stuart A. 
Queen of the Washington Univer- 
sity College of Liberal Arts; Dean 
of Women Adele Starbird of 
Washington University; Walter 
Dakin Williams of St. Louis 
University “Law School; Leo F. 
Havey, business representative of 
AFL Bricklayers’ Union Local No. 
1; Maury Rubin, editor of the St. 
Louis Labor Tribune; Fred W.

177,000 INGREASE 


IN POPULATION 


OF ST. LOUIS ARE 
I SEVEN YEARS 


Total Exceeding 1,500,- 
000 Is Indicated in Cen- 
sus Report Showing 33 


Pct. Gain in Employ- 
ment, 


A population increase in the 
St. Louis metropolitan census dis- 
trict of 13 per cent, or more than 
177,000 persons since 1940, was in- 
dicated today in a report by the 
Census Bureau, showing that 
there has been a 33 per cent in- 
crease in the number of empjoyed 
residents in the area, / 

The report, following a survey 
of employment conditions in April, 
showed that the total number of 
persons 14 years old or more in 


the district had risen from 1,103,- 
693 in 1940 to 1,247,400 in April, an 
increase of 143,707, or about 13 
per cent, 


The report said a comparable 
change in the total population, a 
report on which is being prepared, 
would probably be shown. The 
population of the district in 1940 
was 1,367,977. The indicated in- 
crease would bring the total popu- 
lation of the area now to more 
than 1,500,000 persons. 

There were about 686,000 em- 
ployed civilians in the district in 
April, an increase of 171,000 over 
the number shown in the March, 
1940, census. “Approximately half 
of this change is attributable to 
the entry of women in the labor 
market,” the report said. 


The civilian labor force, com- 
posed of persons 14 years old or 
more, who are employed, or are 
looking for work, increased from 
607,000 in 1940 to 716,000 this year. 
Unemployed persons made up 
about 4 per cent of the labor force 
in April, as compared with 15 per 
cent in March.1940, 

About 8 per cent of the World 
War II veterans in the labor 
force were seeking work last 
April, the Census Bureau reported. 
Non-veterang in the same age 
group—22 to 24—who were unem- 
ployed constituted about 2 per 
cent. The higher unemployment 
rate for veterans is typical, and 
is due to the fact that many vet- 
erans only recently have entered 
the civilian labor force, it was 
explained. 

Of the major industry groups, 
manufacturing underwent the 
largest expansion in the seven- 
year period. About a third of. the 
employed residents were engaged 
in manufacturing in 1940, com- 
pared with 37 per cent this year. 
The proportion ofgpersons in serv- 
ice industries dropped from 25 
to 21 per cent. 

The report also disclosed that, 
while the number of employed 
women increased from 149,849 to

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GULLS CROWD OUT 
PIGS, EAT FEED; LAW 
PROTECTS THEM

WALLA WALLA, Wash., July 30 
(AP)—A flock of sea gulls, mak- 
ing hogs of themselves, have con- 
tributed to driving farmer Carl 
Nelson temporarily out of the hog- 
raising business, 


The gulls, estimated by Nelson 
at 1000 to 2000 in number and pro- 
tected by the law, invaded his hog 
lot two months ago. 


At first Nelson did not object to 
their presence but shortly they be- 
came so bold, he said, that they 
would crowd the hogs away from 
the feed troughs by sheer force of 
numbers. 


Attempts were made to scare 
the birds away but nothing 
worked, Nelson resorted to fire- 
crackers but the gulls “seemed to 
get a degree of entertainment 
from the flashes.” 


Nelson finally sold the hogs and 
shut off the water to the feed lot. 
However, some of the birds per- 
sist in remaining and Nelson is 
thinking of appealing to the coun- 
ty commissioners to “abate the 
nuisance.” 


“If the bird lovers want the sea 
gulls to stay around here some- 
one’s going to have to buy my 
land. I can’t afford to feed them,” 
he said, 


HAILE SELASSIE’S SON-IN-LAW 
IS SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Chieftain Who Joined Italian In- 
vaders Before World War II 
Is Convicted of Treason. 


ADDIS ABABA, July 30 (AP)— 
Ras Haile Selassie Gugsa, son-in- 
law of Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia, was sentenced today to 
death for high treason in con- 
nection with collaboration with 
the Italians during World War II. 

He was expected to appeal. 

The chieftain, who married the 
Emperor’s daughter, Zenab Wark, 
joined the Italian invaders of 
Ethiopia before the war, was 
given a puppet kingdom in the 
northern provinces, and later was 
reported fighting alongside the 
Duke of Aosta against the British. 
His arrest was ordered as long ago 


as 1941 by the Emperor himself.

United States District Judge 
Francis J. W. Ford imposed the 
sentence after Chandler himself 
made an almost-belligerent state- 
ment to the court dismissing as 
ridiculous his counsel’s pleat that 
he was insane and repeating that 
he stil lheld to the opinions he 
expressed in his broadcasts for the 
Nazis. 

Chandter In a soft cultivated 
voice that trembled with emotion 
at times said that he was not con- 
victed for what he had done but 
“for my. beliefs.” 

“Tf it be treason to say what 
you believe it is right to say then, 
in the words of Patrick Henry 
‘make the most of it.’”

que’ Tells of Reprisal 
Killings—Search for 
Bodies.

JERUSALEM, July 30 (AP) 
—Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish un- 
derground agency, asserted to- 
day it had hanged two kidnaped 
British sergeants in reprisal for 


the execution of three of its 
members. 


An extensive search by Welsh 
guards, Palestine police and a 
group of reporters for two hours 
along the coastal plains disclosed 
no trace of the bodies. 


Police, the military and Jewish 
sources said they had no clue 
as to the whereabouts of the ser- 
geants. An Irgun “communique” 
had asserted that the bodies 
would be found within two and 
a half miles of Natanya, where 
the hostages were kidnaped July 
12. 

Shortly after the “communique” 
was issued from the Tel Aviv, a 
police source there reported that 
the bodies of the two soldiers had 
been found. 

Official Government sources 
here, however, were not immedi- 
ately able to confirm that the 
sergeants—Clifford Martin and 
Nervin Paice—had been put to 
death, 

In issuing its “communique,” 
Irgun also disclosed that it had 
received an appeal for clemency 
from Paice’s father, but said it 
had been ignored because it should 
have been directed “to those who 
refused clemency” to the executed 
Irgunists. 

“We cannot do anything about 
it,” Irgun said the elder Paice 
had been told. 

The underground Jewish organ- 
ization asserted the Britons, seized 
at Natanya, were tried by a “mili- 
tary court” and convicted = on 
charges of “illegal entry into 
Palestine, being members of an 
illegal British criminal terrorist 
organization known as the Brit- 
ish occupation force in Palestine, 
which is responsible for the sup- 
pression of Jewish rights in Pales- 
tine and for the deportation of 
Jewish citizens from their home- 
land.”

Meeting Scheduled to 
Draft Alternatives for 
Again Tackling Case in 
U.N., Submit Them to 
Marshall.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., July 30 
(AP)—The United States moved 
swiftly today to cope with the 
stalemated Balkan problem follow- 
ing Russia’s veto of an American 
proposal for an ll-nation U.N, 
border commission in the Balkans, 

Herschel V. Johnson, United 
States deputy delegate on the Se- 
curity Council, hurried to Wash- 
ington for a series of conferences 
with Seeretary of State George C, 
Marshall and other State Depart- 
ment officials, 

Johnsén was scheduled to meet 
first with Under Secretary of 


State Robert A. Lovett and others 
and begin drafting two possible 
alternatives for again tackling 
the Balkan problem within the 
United Nations. These proposals 
would then be submitted to Mar- 
shall, 


Before leaving for the Washing- 
ton talks Johnson obtained a post- 
ponement of a Security Council 
session scheduled for 3 p.m. today. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko was to have 
given at that time his reasons for 
vetoing the United States proposal 
and to hav@® explained a Russian 
proposal on the Balkans. 


Will Meet Tomorrow. 


The council now is scheduled to 
meet tomorrow at 3 p.m. to hear 
Gromyko, whose proposal calis 
for the evacuation of all foreign 
troops from Greece and the estab- 
lishment of a commission to guper- 
vise foreign aid to Greece, 

Immediately after Gromyko had 
vetoed the American plan, which 
had grown out of a U.N, inquiry 
group's report that Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria and Albania were pri- 
marily responsible for Greek guer- 
rilla warfare, Johnson declared 
Russia had “created a very grave 
situation” and that its use of the 
veto in this case was “a sample 
abuse of power.” 

Johnson called Gromyko’s veto 
“a challenge to the prestige and 
authority of the United Nations 
as a guardian of the peace.” 

“By abuse of the veto power, 
one member has frustrated the 
will of the majority,” Johnson 
told reporters. “As soon as prac~- 
ticable the United States will 
State in the council what the next 
step will be. We are not going 
to let the thing go by default.” 

Possible Courses of Action. 
Neither Johnson nor any mem- 
ber of the American delegation 
here would give a hint as to what 
action was contemplated, but 
there were these possibilities 
within the framework of the 
United Nations: 

1. The United States could 
charge Yugoslavia, Bulgaria 
and Albania with a breach of 
the peace, a threat to the peace 
or an act of aggression. Under 
the U. N. Charter the Security 
Council could, then institute 
sanctions or use military force 
if necessary. Most council dele- 
gates believed this course would 
only invite another. Russian 
veto. 

2. The 
Article 


United States under 
106 of the Charter, 
could call for consultation 
among the five major powers 
with a view to such joint action 
on behalf of the organization as 
might be necessary for the pur- 
pose of maintaining interna- 
tional peace and security. Un- 
able to use the veto here, all 
Russia could do would be to 
turn down the invitation. The 
other powers, however, could 


meet and decide on a course of 
action. Under these provisions 
they could set up a commission 
to stand inside the Greek bor- 
ders and watch over the fron- 
tiers. 

3. A third course within the 
United Nations would be for 
the United States, Britain or 
Greece to bring the Balkan 
case before the VU. N. General 
Assembly, where there is no 
veto. Although the Assembly 
could take no punitive action 
it could establish a border com- 
mission .and recommend that 
the countries involved co-oper- 
ate. But the Balkan countries 
could refuse to co-operate. 

Might Go Outside U. N. 

If all courses of action within 
the United Nationa failed, some 
delegates believed that a commis- 
sion outside the world organiza- 
tion would be established. 

Diplomats point out that a non- 
U.N. commission would be limited

WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP)— 
The British have drawn $300,000,- 
000 more of their loan from this 
Government, the Treasury dis- 
closed today. This makes a with- 
drawal of $700,000,000 this month, 
and leaves only $1,000,000,000 of 
the $3,750,000,000 loan still to be 
drawn. 


LONDON, July 30 (AP)—A so- 
cialist source said Prime Minister 
Attlee told Labor legislators to- 
day that Britain would siash its 
military commitments in Ger- 
many, Italy and Greece almost 
immediately because of the na- 
tion’s looming economic crisis. 

Attlee won a virtual vote of 
confidence from Labor members 
of Parliament after explaining to 
them the “broad lines” of his 
plan for meeting the crisis. 

The socialist source, who is 
connected closely with Labor 
members of Parliament, said Att- 
lee promised quick and complete 
troop withdrawals from the Ve- 


nezia Giulia sector of northeast 
Italy and from Greece and sub- 
stantial reductions in the British 
occupation forces in Germany. 

Left-wing Labor party members 
have been demanding reductions 
in the armed forces, which totaled 
1,297,300 men July 1. 

“Satisfaction” Reported. 

Officials released a press state- 
ment after the caucus asserting 
that all Labor members of Par- 
liament welcomed and approved 
Attlee’s pronouncement and. ex- 
pressed “complete satisfaction” 
with it. ‘ 

There had been persistent re- 
ports in the Conservative press 
before the conference that the 
Government might invite Con- 
servatives to participate in an 
“emergency” coalition regime. 

“There will be no coalition, no 
delegation of responsibility, no 
sharing of power and no general 
election until our five years are 
up.” the socialist source quoted 
Attlee as saying. Laborites out- 
number .Conservatives in the 
House of Commons roughly two 
to one. 

Attlee was represented further 
as telling his followers the Labor 
Government received a mandate 
in the last election to go ahead 
with a socialist program and that 
it “intends to see it through.” The 
informants said the caucus 
cheered. 

Attlee was quoted as having 
gaid Britain never would allow 
itself to become “economically de- 
pendent” on the United States. 

The informant quoted the Prime 
Minister as saying he did not 
have to be reminded that the 
Marshall proposal for helping 
Europe still was not a plan, but 
only a speech made by the United 
States Secretary of State at Har- 
vard University. 

The socialist source said Hugh 
Dalton, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, told the Laborite M.P.s 
there would be sharp reductions 
in the Government's dollar pur- 
chasing programs, affecting main- 
ly United States movies and food. 
An authoritative Government 
source said récently the import 
reductions would go into effect 
this fal). 

A well-informed source said 
Attlee also had decided to ask 
miners, now on a five-day week 
in the recently socialized coal pits, 
to work an extra hour a day to 
increase production of critically 
needed coal, the mainstay of the 
British economic structure. 

The source said Attlee would 
suggest time and a half pay for 
the overtime. 

No Reply on Palestine. 

After Attlee told the Labor 
M.P.s of plans for troop reduc- 
tions, the socialist source said 
there were cries of “what about 
Palestine?” 

The informant said Attlee did 
not reply. 

It is estimated 100,000 British 
soldiers are in Palestine. 

Forces in Germany were esti- 
mated by a well-informed source 
yesterday at between 200,000 and 
300,000. The Prime Minister was 
said not to have indicated the ex- 
tent of reductions planned in Ger- 
many. The British disclosed re- 
cently they would ask the United 
States to assume 80 per cent of 
the cost of feeding and adminis- 
tering the economically merged 
American and British occupation 
zones. 

The Socialist informant implied 
that Attlee might furnish details 
of proposed troop reductions in a 
promised statement to Parliament 
next week. 

Attlee was reported to have told 
the members of his party, who 
met in a closed session, that Brit- 
ain planned originally to keep its 
troops in Venezia Giulia during 
the permitted 90 days after ratifi- 
cation of the Italian peace treaty. 

The informant said the Prime 
Minister added that under present 
circumstances, Britain could not 
wait. The strength of British 
forces in the Italian area, border- 
ing Yugoslavia, has not been dis- 
closed. Some 6000 British troops 
are in Greece. 

Montgomery Cuts Tour. 

The informant said Attlee prom-

The ‘President-elect had left his 
home in Springfield, Ill. for a 
visit with friends in Kentucky— 
and to sound out feeling in that 
significant border slave state 
which never did secede and which 
sent its many thousands of troops 
into both the Union and Confeder- 
ate armies. 

It would seem that he wrote out 
a speech for Kentuckians that his 
sense of .timing told him not to 
deliver in its entirety as written. 
Aside from whatever parts of it 
he may have delivered, what we 
have now is a own version 
of his personal theory as to the 
course of conduct rightly to be fol- 
lowed by a minority-elected Presi- 
dent of a republic. In the first 
half of this speech*he is dealing 
with the specific situation of his 
own hour a few weeks before he 
was to be inaugurated President, 
saying: 

“IT am grateful for the oppor- 
tunity your invitation affords me 
to appear before an audience of 
my native state. During the pres- 
ent winter it has been greatly 
pressed upon me before many pa- 
triotic citizens, Kentuckians among 
others, that I could in my position, 
by a word, restore peace to the 
country—but what word? I have 
many words already before the 
public; and my position was giv- 
en me on the faith of these words 
—is the desired word to be con- 
firmatory of these; or must it be 
contradictory to them? If the for- 
mer, it is useless repetion; if the 
latter it is dishonorable and 
treacherous— 

“Again, it is urged as if the 
word must be spoken before the 
fourth of March—why? Is the 
speaking the word a “sine qua 
non” to the inaugeration? Is there 
a Bell-man, a Breckinridge-man, 
or a Douglas-man, who would tol- 
erate his own candidate to make 
such terms, had he been elected? 
Who amongst you would not die 
by the proposition, that your can- 
didate, being elected, should be 
inaugerated; solely on the condi- 
tions of the constitution, and laws, 
or not at all—what Kentuckian, 
worthy of. his birthplace, would 
not do this? Gentlemen, I too, am 
a Kentuckian—” 

Conception of Conduct. 
What then follows in this unique 
address is what will go into vari- 
ous manuals and text-books deal- 
ing with what is termed popular 
government and republican insti- 
tutions. You might go so far as 
to say this is a painfully wrought 
out annotation to the Gettysburg 
address and the Declaration of 
Independence. The familiar Lin- 
coln script reads: 

“Nor is this a matter of mere 
personal honor. No man can be 
elected President without some op- 
ponents, as well as supporters; and 
if when elected, he can not be in- 
stalled, till he first appeases his 
enemies, by breaking his pledges, 
and and betraying his friends, this 
Government, and all popular gov- 
ernment, is already at an end— 
demands for such surrender, once 
recognized, and yielded to, are 
without limit, as to nature, extent, 
or repetition—they break the only 
bond of faith between public, and 
public servants; and they distinct- 
ly set the minority over the major- 
ity. Such demands acquiesced in, 
would not merely be the ruin of 
a man, or a party; but as a prece- 
dent they would ruin the govern- 
ment itself—— 

“I do not deny the possibility 
that the people may err in an 
election; but if they do the true 
cure is in the treachery of the 
person ele¢ted——”

It is our 
earnest prayer that God may 
grant you a. measure of strength 
and consolation in the great loss 
you have suffered.”

SOVIET SEIZURES

PROTESTED BY U.S 


Note to Moscow Requests 
Details on Transfers of 


German and Italian As- 
sets. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
The United States has protested 
to Russia against Soviet removal 
of former German and Italian as- 
sets from the defeated Balkan 
states —- Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Romania. 

Under Secretary of State Robert 
Lovett told a press conference to- 
day that a note had been delivered 
to Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov in Moscow yesterday ask- 
ing for full information regarding 
such_transfers of property. 

Lovett said the State Depart- 
ment took the position in its note 
that: 

1. All removals of property to 
Russia before the Hungarian, 
Bulgarian and Romanian peace 
treaties come into effect are ‘of 
provisional character.” 

2. Austrian assets in these 
countries cannot be seized on 
the ground that they are Ger- 
man properties pending Allied 
agreement on a definition of 
“German assets.” 

3. Only removals made in ac- 
cordance with peace treaty pro- 
visions can be recognized by the 
United States as legal. 


The note said the United States 
is concerned because it was one 
of the signers of the peace treaties 
with Hungary, Bulgaria and Ro- 
mania and thus holds responsibil- 


ity for enforcement of the pacts’ 
provisions.

FIRST OF THREE ARTICLES. 

CHICAGO, July 30 (AP) — 
America’s greatest natural re- 
source—her fertile soil—has been 
wasting away rapidly, but the fight 
against erosion once again is well 
under way after suffering a five- 
year lapse in many areas. 

It is estimated that more than 
one billion of the _ nation’s l1,- 
700,000,000 acres of crops, grass, 
and timber already show erosion 
damage. The main causes of ero- 
sion have been water, wind, and 
man himself through plowing, cut- 
ting of timber, overcropping and 
overgrazing. 

Of the resulting scarred land 
throughout the nation, Clinton P. 
Anderson, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, estimates 282,000,000 acres 
have been ruined or almost hope- 
lessly damaged. He adds that 
there are “only 460,000,000 acres 
of good cropland remaining,” and 
éstimates the annual cost of ero- 
sion at about four billion dollars, 

But, since World War II, an As- 
sociated Press survey shows, land 
owners and Government soil con- 
servationists have stepped up a 
striving to plug the vast leakage 
of wealth. The War Department, 
too, has joined up. 

A Pincers Movement. 

As for the water erosion phase 
campaigns are built around a pin- 
cers movement of flood control 
dams and channekdeepening on the 
main streams and a water-holding 
operation in the development of 
entire watersheds on the tributa- 
ries. 

The first combined operation to 
get under way is in the watershed 


of the Little Sioux river in north- 
'western lowa.

Decline Continued Into July, 
Federal Reserve Board 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported yesterday that industrial 
production declined in June for 
the third consecutive month and 
the downtrend continued in the 
early part of July. 

Total output of manufactured 
goods and minerals was shown at 
183 for June on the board’s sea- 
sonally adjusted index of indus- 
trial production, which takes the 
1935-39 average as 100. 

“A further reduction is indi- 
cated in July,” the board said. 

The postwar high for industrial 
production was set in March, 
when the index stood at 190. In 
April it dropped to 186 and in 
May it went down to 185. 

The Reserve Board noted that 
value of retail trade in June and 
early July showed little change 
from the previous month, consid- 
ering seasonal factors, It further 
observed that “prices of com- 
modities traded in the organized 
markets generally advanced and 
prices of coal and iron were in- 
creased.”

9,854,313.

While the document is written in 
Moses's forceful and effective style 
the conclusions are phrased with 
modesty —he stresses repeatedly 
the briefnessvof his visit — and 
gome observers familiar with the 
full report say they find it diffi- 
cult to understand the hesitation 
with respect to its publication. 
For One Coal Authority. 
Moses recommends that coal 
production in the Ruhr be placed 
under a single authority as the 
first essential approach to the eco- 
nomic problem of Germany and 
Europe.* The section of the re- 
port relating \ the Ruhr follows: 
“The key recovery obvious- 
ly lies in the Ruhr, This is the 
ene answer upon which sub- 
stantially all those I have met, 
American, British and German, 
seem to agree. As a matter of 
fact, Germans in other than the 
| Ruhr area say that they are pre- 
pared temporarily to defer and 
subordinate their local require- 
ments and to make genuine sac- 
rifices in favor of the Ruhr be- 
cause they realize the supreme 
importance of coal as the basis 
of all production. If the food 
ration of the non-farming, urban 
Ruhr population can be raised, 
and Ruhr coal production in- 
creased by food, housing, con- 
sumer goods and other incen- 
tives of the miners, and if trans- 
portation is Improved as part of 
the coal program, the steel in- 
dustry and then other manufac- 
turers will revive. Exports and 
imports will increase and eco- 
nomic conditions will be estab- 
lished under which stable and, 
it is to be hoped, unified demo- 
cratic government will begin to 
emerge. 
Urges 1800-Calory Ration. 
“Our problem as to food has 
been sharply and clearly outlined 
by Mr. Hoover (former President 
Herbert Hoover) and others. The 
average ration must be raised to 
41800 calories or more, because a 
half-starved people in cities and 
industrial areas without direct ac- 
cess to farm surpluses cannot 
work hard and assume civic re- 
sponsibilities, and may easily be en- 
ticed or driven to desperate meas- 
ures. In the Ruhr specifically 
there is no use raising a miner's 
rations if these must be divided 
with the rest of his family. 


“Our Ruhr difficulties are fur- 
ther complicated by the fact 
that the mines are in, the Brit- 
ish zone, and there is a national 
tendency of British coal offi- 
cials, whatever their personal 
views, to advocate loyally the 
policies of nationalization of 
their Labor Government at 
home. The gap between English 
control and American advice, on 
the one hand, and German oper- 
ation by managers who no long- 
er have any real bosses, on the 
other, is constantly growing 
wider. My own very limited and 
inadequate observations lead me 
to believe that there will be no 
early rapid rise in Ruhr coal 
production unless and_ until 
there is a totally different kind 
of management and control than 
those which now prevail. What 
we have today is a bilingual de- 
bating society or forum, not a 
well-conducted business. 


“As a substitute for this palpa- 
bly ineffective arrangement, two 
alternative plans have been put 
forward. The first calls for a coal 
trusteeship for five years under a 
United States-United Kingdom di- 
rectorate with a single German 
trustee in immediate charge over 
the managers of local projects, 
and with inspection, allocation, 
etc., left to the German Economic 
Council. The second plan con- 
templates some sort. of public au- 
thority with the same kind of ad- 
ministrative structure but with a 
totally different financial basis, 


Either an Improvement. 


“Either of these alternatives 
would be an immense improve- 
ment over the present system, 
which, measured by results, has 
been a pretty dismal failure. The 
Ruhr mines produced on an aver- 
age before the war as much as 
440,000 tons a day, and during the 
war, under forced labor, the out- 
put was even greater. When the 
war reached its peak, the mines 
were shut down. Today produc- 
tion is at the rate of 220,000 tons. 
The immediate objective of the 
North German Coal Control is 
400,000 tons daily.

“Under the authority plan, mon- 
ey could be borrowed from the 
International Bank, American and 
British governments and from fi- 
duciaries and private investors. 
An estimated part of the resources 
of the authority could be set aside 
to compensate old owners. Bonds 
might be sold to the miners at a 
low figure or even given them as 
incentives under” proper condi- 
tions. 


Urges Study of Both, ° 


“I believe that the authority 
plan should be canvassed before 
the trusteeship alternative is 
adopted. In other words, I think 
the two alternative plans should 
be set forth in outline in parallel 
columns so that the advantages 
and disadvantages of both may be 
weighed before a decision is made. 
There are certain Americans who 
ate familiar with authority laws, 
financing and administration, as 
well as trusteeship, and there is a 
good deal to be said for bringing 
them to Europe for two or more 
weeks to outline the relative bene- 
wes to be derived from each de- 
vice. : 


“In spite of apparent unanimity 
on the supreme importance of 
Ruhr coal, there will no doubt be 
plenty of opposition to a genuine 
first priority and top considera- 
tion for this industry, but there 
is no other answer if the big, main 
purpose is to boost coal produc- 
tion. The present coal contro] by 
endless conferences at which facts 
as well as objectives and policies 
are argued by bored American and 
British officials, and partially 
translated to bewildered Ger- 
mans, spells further delay and per- 
haps even a decrease or collapse 
in coal production. 


British Equivocation. 


“Today the former mine owners 
are absent, dead or lost in cartels. 
They include non-Germans resid- 
ing in other countries. None of 
the living know whether their 
properties have been or will be 
expropriated or condemned; or 
what, if anything, they will ulti- 
mately get as a result of the ex- 
ercise of eminent domain. The 
British have in no wise clarified 
this aspect of the problem, but on 
the contrary have issued carefully 
prepared statements regarding ex- 
propriation and nationalization 
which mean one thing to us and 
something else to the former own- 
ers, German political leaders, man- 
agers and miners, not to mention 
the Russians, who have already 
expropriated the mines in Sach- 
sen-Anhalt and in Thuringia. 

“Nothing healthy can come out 
of sueh equivocation. The mine 
managers do not represent man- 
agement as we use the word, al- 
though they are still presumably 
loyal to the absentee owners and 
continue to operate mines for 
them at a loss, and do not know 
where they themselves will end 
up, to whom they are responsible 
and whether as individuals they 
have any future, 


“The mines limp along under 
British control, American advice, 
local regional planning, admin- 
istrative and housing supervis- 
sion, union representation and 
half a dozen other ties and in- 
fluences, all of them operating 
at cross-purposes. Only central- 
ization of authority and respons- 
ibility can bring order out of 
this mess. Whatever may be 
said for educating of Germans 
in the democratic process and 
against concentration of author- 
ity as a step toward dictatorship 
can have no application to the 
urgent Ruhr coal and _ related 
transportation needs of the mo- 
ment. Industry cannot revive 
without coal, and coal cannot be 
produced in quantity without a

Halsey Tells 
Of His Kure Air 
Attack on Japs 


Made It Alone to 
Avoid British 
Claim to Part in 


the Final Blow. | 


N the final phase of the Pa- 
cific war, a naval air attack 
on the Japanese base at Kure 
was made only by American planes 
in order to avoid a possible Brit- 
ish claim that she had delivered 
“even a part of the final blow 
that demolished the Japanese 
fleet,” Adm. William F. Halsey 
wrote in the eighth installment of 
his story in today’s issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post. 

At the insistence of Mick Car- 
ney, his chief of staff, Halsey 
wrote,."I assigned the British an 
alternate target, Osaka, which also 


offered warships, but none of 
prime importance. Mick’s argu- 
ment. was that, although this di- 
vision of forces violated the prin- 
ciple of concentration and supe- 
riority, it was imperative to fore- 
stall a possible postwar claim by 
Britain that she had delivered 
even a part of the final blow that 
demolished the Japanese fleet. 

“I hate to admit a political fac- 
tor into a military equation—my 
respect for Vice Admiral Sir Ber- 
nard Rawlings and his fine men 
of the British Pacific fleet made 
me hate it doubly — but Mick 
forced me to recognize that states- 
men’s objectives sometimes differ 
widely from combat objectives, 
and that an exclusively American 
attack was in America’s best in- 
terests.” 


Prison Ship Sinking. 


‘The sinking of a Japanese ship 
bearing American prisoners by a 
plane under Halsey’s command 
and the effect of the tragedy on 


Halsey is told in an interpolation 
by his flag lieutenant, Commander 
Kitchell, He wrote: 

“There was no possible way for 
our pilots to know it at the time, 
but one of the ships was carrying 
Amengan prisoners of war. We 
learnéd of the tragedy only be- 
cause two of them managed to 
swim ashore and were subsequent- 
ly rescued, 


“Months later, the mother of a 
prisoner who had been lost on 
the ship wrote the Admiral a let- 
ter in which she said, ‘Even the 
detestable Germans occasionally 
stop and pick up people, whereas 
you run off and leave them. You 
hea 0 to be hung as a war crim- 
nal!’ 


“It made him miserable. He 
kept referring to it for days: 
‘Doesn’t she realize that these 
things are bound to happen in a 
war?’ And he asked us over and 
over, ‘How could our pilots have 
known?’ ” 


Jap Suicide Pilots. 


The costly attacks on American 
ships by Japanese suicide pilots 
also are described in the current 
installment. In less than a month, 
late in 1944, kamikazes cost the 
Third Fleet 328 men, about 90 
planes and the use of three car- 
riers. 


“I would be an arrant hypocrite 
to pretend that individual kami- 
kazes did not scare me; they 
scared me thoroughly and repeat- 
edly,” Halsey wrote. “But the 
kamikaze conception did not scare 
me for a moment. I was confident 
that we could devise tactics to 
counter it, if our men were rested, 
our complement of planes was 
full, and our Fleet was on the 
offensive.” 


How the kamikaze attacks were 
countered is described by Halsey 
as follows: “The attacks, we 
found, followed three patterns: 
The kamikaze pilots were trailing 
our own planes home and thereby 
foiling our IFF—a radar device 
for the automatic Identification 
of Friend and Foe, or they were 
making a long, fast glide from 
high altitudes, through the nulls 
—blind spots—on our radars; or 
they were skimming the water 
so that our radars could not de- 
tect them until they were too 
close for interception by our 
CAP (combat air patrol). 


“We countered the first type 
by stationing picket destroyers 
well out from the force, and or- 
dering our homing planes to ap- 
proach them on specified bearings 


and circle them in a _ specified 
manner. We countered the second 
by sending our CAP higher and 
farther. And we countered. the 


third by establishing ‘Jack’ pat- 
low . altitudes.

Lastly, we inaugurated a ‘constant 
CAP,’ a blanket of fighters over 
all accessible enemy airfields on 
a 24-hour schedule.” 

These tactics did not put an 
abrupt end to the kamikazes, he 
continued. A few more broke 
through and scored damaging 
hits. “But what had once loomed 
as a monstrous, bone-crunching 
jinni was brought into perspective 
and seen as a normal occupational 
hazard,” he wrote.

These people have 
always been given freedom and range, and they 
have enriched and invigorated our institutions. 

In politics, there was Thomas Jefferson, who 
said, “The tree of liberty must be refreshed 
from time to time with the blood of patriots 
and tyrants.” 

In industry, there was Henry Ford, who 
pioneered the assembly line and preached the 
doctrine of a well-financed mass market obtained 
by keeping prices Jow and wages high. 

In social science there was Thorstein Veblen, 
who for his unconventionality was driven from 
one university after another, including the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, but whose bold contempt of 
classical economics became one of the philosophi- 
cal bases of the New Deal. 

This venturing spirit is a rare and sacred 
treasure. But today it is being sold short. In 
Washington, the drive for conformity has be- 
come so pronounced as to smack of the police 
state. : 

This drive originates in the desire to safe- 
guard the Government from infiltration by Com- 
munist agents or sympathizers. With this de- 
Sire there can be no possible quarrel. 

But we must be on watch against becoming 
like the thing we fight. In this respect, we 
are off our guard. 

Before Congress adjourned, the House jammed 
through by a majority of 5-to-1 the Rees bill, 
which in bad hands could have become an in- 
strument for imposing a Gestapo. The Rees bill 
would have established a five-man board to 
pass on the loyalty of all employes and appli- 
cants for employment in the Government. 

This board would have acted as prosecutor, 
judge and jury. The accused would have been 
denied the right to confront their accusers and 
could not have appealed to the courts if found 
guilty. The bill denied all the traditional safe- 
guards of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence. It offi- 
cially barred 

Membership in, affiliation with, or sympa- 
thetic association with any foreign or domes- 
tic organization, association, movement, 
group or combination of persons, designated 


by the Attorney General as totalitarian, 
Fascist, Communist or subversive. . . 


Under this bill, if an Attorney General wished 
to designate the Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare as “subversive,” many of the best 


citizens of the South would be placed under a 


cloud and suffer an impairment of citizenship. 
Or anyone who stopped to bind the wounds of 
a Negro Communist beaten by vigilantes would 
presumably be guilty of “sympathetic associa- 
tion.” 

The Rees bill was pigeonholed in the Senaté. 
Although this measure is stayed for the moment, 
the possible misuse of the President’s Loyalty 
Order presents a threat almost as great. The 
State, War and Navy Departments are permit- 
ted to dismiss suspected employes without 
charges or hearings. 

If the employe’s tenure and liberty and good 
name are to be protected, he should have the 
right of a hearing, the right to confront his 
accusers, and the right of appeal to an appropri- 
ately constituted board. Jerry Kluttz, the Civil 
Service reporter of the Washington Post, quotes 
a report that some State Department dismissals 
were made as the price of obtaining needed ap- 
propriations from Capitol Hill, and adds, “Some 
members of Congress hint it’s really true.” 

The apprehension of Government employes is 
such that Marquis Childs reports that persons 
of vigorous 4nd independent mind are beginning 
to conclude that they must leave the Government 
service. They do not care to work where a man 
invites suspicion if he contributed to the cause 
of Loyalist Spain or spoke harshly of boodling 
in the Kuomintang. 

Unless the President orders the institution of 
proper safeguards, as his Civil Rights Commis- 
sion has suggested, Government offices may 
become a rabbit warren of Babbitts, Micawbers 
and Milquetoasts. 

That, however, is secondary to the impairment 
of the spirit of free institutions. Patriotism has 
not grown so pale that we can protect ourselves 
in peacetime only by imitating the police state.

Our Voice of America broadcasts to Europe 
must be cut 40 per cent for lack of-funds. The 
State Department announces this just as two 
congressional committees plan to go abroad to 
study the shortwave program, These Congress- 
men are not likely to find many unknown facts, 
but they ought to be impressed with the evi- 
dence that a penny-wise information policy is 
almighty foolish. 

Congress cut the shortwave fund from $8,400,- 
000 to $6,900,000, though the State Department 
asked for an increased allowance. The inevitable 
consequence is a reduction in weekly broadcast- 
ing time of 22 hours. Our programs will be 
lengthened a half-hour a day in the direction of 
Russia, where we feel the need for truth is 
greatest. But in order to do that, the program 
must be shut off in other directions. We are 
forced to assume, for instancg, that Scandinavia 
is safely beyond the reach of Radio Moscow's 
fancy. ‘ 

All the while, of course, Russia rolls out the 
vituperation aimed at the United States. In her 
private part of the world she has little competi- 
tion, and virtually complete control of the press 
and radio. But her people and her satellites do 
listen to the Voice of America; as State Depart- 
ment files show. They appreciate information 
without distortion. The trouble is that the Rus- 
sians will get American programs, at the most, 
only an hour and a half a day: 

Senator Smith calls the situation “utterly ab- 
surd.” The chairman of one of the investigat- 
ing groups points out that America is spending 


billions for reconstruction abroad, “only to have 
Russia and her satellite countries interpret it as 
this country having imperialistic designs.” 
Russia is telling lies about us, day in and day 
out and all day. We answer only briefly, which 
is to say meekly. As the truth dwindles, hos- 
tility toward us will increase in many parts of 
the world. That is what the niggardliness of 
Congress toward the Voice of America means. 
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A National Story 
Mr. Truman and the Democratic party are 
going to have, to answer next year for the ques- 


tionable role they have played in the Kansas’ 


City vote fraud case. Mr. Truman’s brusque dis- 
missals of the subject at press conference, the 
behavior of Attorney General Tom Clark, and 
the filibuster against Senator Kem’s resolution 
have handed the G.O.P. an issue on a silver plat- 
ter. 

Knowing how the Pendergast machine oper- 
ates, the President was foolhardy in taking so 
active a part in purging Roger Slaughter. He 
practically invited the machine to do what it 
now has been revealed to have done—to steal 
the congressional post from Slaughter and hand 
it to Enos Axtell. 

One of the weakest spots in the President's 
armor is his complacence with regard to the 
Pendergast machine, and his misguided loyalty 
to a rotten political outfit. It will never be for- 


gotten that he paid off a debt to Tom Pender- — 


gast when he successfully blocked the reappoint- 
ment of Maurice Milligan as United States At- 
torney, after Milligan had brilllantly prosecuted 
the Kansas City gang. 

In the Axtell-Slaughter mess, the President 
had a clear moral duty, in the interest of honest 
elections, to proceed with all diligence against 
the thieves. Instead, to quote Roscoe Drum- 
mond, writing in the Christian Science Monitor: 

At various press conferences, the Presi- 
dent has been trying to shake off this issue 
so vigorously and so persistently as to leave 
the impression that he considers it com- ‘ 
bustible—and the less said the better. 

But the less he says the more ammunition is 
given the Republicans. They will ask and ask 
again why Attorney General Clark gave the mat- 
ter an original whitewash, with the assistance of 
United States Attorney Wear. They will ask 
and continue to ask who dynamited the vault of 
the Jackson County Election Board to steal the 
ballots. The machine gangsters who pulled off 
this job had the crust and crudity to,do it while 
the President himself was in Kansas City, This 
was an affront that should have stung Mr. Tru- 
man to the quick. But evidently nothing the 
Pendergast gang does is capable of drawing a 
presidential rebuke. 

Mr. Drummond, in calling attention to the 
importance of the issue, says: 

It does not go unnoticed here (in Wash- 
ington) that the only quasi-political state- 
ment which Gov. Dewey has made thus far 
in the course of his “non-political” quest for 
delegates on his current trip across the 
country was to remark that the Missouri

— of the most important in the nation to- 
ay. 

Yes, it’s a national story, and the President 
and the Democratic party will never be able to 
make a satisfactory explanation of it.

In Russia it is different. The right to in- 
veigh is absolute. It is not lessened by the fact 
that the castigator is guilty in toto of a fault he 
complains of as an exceptional case. It need 
not deter him that the exceptional case he com. 
plains of does not exist. Like the smile on the 
face of Lewis Carroll’s Cheshire cat, which per- 
sisted after the cat had disappeared, the right to 
inveigh is bodiless, absolute, and ridiculous. 

So M. Mendelsohn, a writer in a Soviet liter- 
ary newspaper, criticizes “reactionary American 
publishers” for suppressing certain anti-imperial- 
ist essays of Mark Twain. These essays, as Ber- 


nard DesVoto, an authority on Twain, points out,. 


have been published in this country in millions 
of copies, but that does not deter M. Mendel- 
sohn. 

If Twain were alive today, the thost rampant 
and dangerous imperialism he would see would 
be that of Russia. If he attempted to write in 
Russia against Russian imperialism, all his essays 
would be suppressed, and Mark Twain along with 
them. It occurs to us that the cause of peace 
would be served mightily in Russia these days 
by a‘sense of what is ridiculous and by any de- 
sire at all not to be. 

Though an extraordinary amount of time and 
acrimony was required for the accomplishment, 
the Eightieth Congress must be credited with 
one forthright and unambiguous action. It re-

Out of the dry, white heat of Utah’s 
August, 150 big cattle and sheep ranchers 
clumped into the“lobby of a Salt Lake City 
hotel one day last year and tossed their 
Stetsons on a table. Among other actions 
the ranchers appointed a committee to plan 
how they could get their hands on public 
lands whose total area was half the size 
of the 13 Mountain States. 


At Denver early this year the big stock- 
men showed their hand. A joint commit- 
tee of the American National Livestock As- 
sociation and the National Wool Growers’ 
Association came out with their plan and 
the slogan to push it. 

The plan: the Government should sell 
145,000,000 acres of public lands to a closed 
shop of ranchers now grazing the lands, 
and only to them. The price: from 9 cents 
to $2.80 an acre, 10 per cent down and 30 
years to pay. The slogan #Return the Public 
Lands to the West (i.e., a favored 20,000 
ranchers). 

The cow (and sheep) bloc really took on 


political muscle with the Republican tri- 


umph last fall. For then, through the hap- 
py workings of chance, seniority and astute 
politicking, chairmanships of both the Sen- 
ate and House public lands committees— 
guardians of the public domain—fell to two 
cow-bloc members. 


“Wolves to Guard Sheep” 


“Like setting wolves to guard sheep,” 
Lee Casey, columnist for Denver’s Rocky 
Mountain News, observed wryly. 


The stockmen’'s main assault on the pub- 
lic lands was held up while they waged a 
struggle for public opinion in the West it- 
self. There, the stockmen found to their 
surprise that their self-imposed crusade to 
“return the public lands to the West” 
evoked little gratitude from fellow West- 
erners. ras, 

But what the West doesn’t know is that 
the public lands have already, in effect, 
been turned over to the stockmen. Here's 
how they did it. 

The cow-bloc helped slash approprations 
for policing the stockmen’s use of the pub- 
lic lands. Congress cut the Grazing Serv- 
ice budget from $1,070,360 to $373,000. 

This meant that there could be only one 
office in each state to regulate 145,000,000 
acres of range lands used by 20,000-odd 
ranchers, 

In actual practice, the Taylor Grazing 
Act, passed in 1934, to “prevent overgraz- 
ing and soil deterioration,” has been re- 
pealed. 


Investigated for Years 


The second step was to investigate the 
Grazing Service to death. Senator Pat Mc- 
Carran began investigating the Grazing 
Service and kept it up for seven years, 
making that department one of the most 
investigated in government history. 

The stockmen and the cow-bloc Sena- 
tors, experts on grazing, told the hatchet- 
wielding House Appropriations Committee 
that the Grazing Service needed only a 
fraction of the money it was getting any- 
way. 

Today, on vast spaces where lush grasses 
once grew beély-high to a horse, the re- 
lentless cropping by too many mouths hag 
so skinned the land that they won't recov- 


er in our generation or that of our grand- 
children. 


Government soil experts say the West- 
ern range land is sick and requires at least 
50 years of careful nursing to heal the dam- 
age already done and perhaps another 50 
years to. restore the health that once sup- 
ported twice the livestock the range now 
feeds. Small ranchers are worried. 


“With the supervision cut, there'll be a 
struggle for the range, and the little guy’ll 
get pushed around,” Ed Ennis, who runs 
400 head of cattle in Grand county, Colo., 
told me. 


Topsoil Is Peeled Off 


But the stockmen are hurting more than 
their own industry. By stripping the wide- 
open spaces of their green cover, they are 
letting the rains dump the good earth into 
the West’s rivers. 

I stood in a gentle spring rain in a 
canyon near the Continental Divide above 
Boulder, Colo., and watched a segment of 
the process which threatens the life of a 
whole region, A mountain stream which 
old-timers told me was once clear and 
sparkling was now soil-choked and turgid. 


“Too thick to drink and too thin to plow,” 
a forest ranger put it. 


Overgrazing had removed the grass with 
which nature slows water runoff, and the 
unfettered waters were peeling off the ex- 
posed topsoil and carrying it into the 
stream. The mountain streams hustle the 
silt into the Colorado, the Rio Grande and 
other great river systems which in turn 
deposit it at the rate of millions of acre- 
feet (an acre of silt a foot deep) each year 
in the mammoth reservoirs. And.it is 
these reservoirs which help nourish the 
semiarid West. 

The Elephant Butte dam built by federal 
engineers to guarantee water to New Mex- 
ico “forever” is already so choked with 
silt deposited by the Rio Grande at the 
rate of 20,000 acre-feet a year, that the 
State is alarmed over its water supply. 


Erosion Swells Rivers 


The same overgrazing that dumps the 
earth into the rivers opens up great gullies 
on the uplands as the water which once 
seeped into the high ground now rushes 
down to swell the rivers and take an ever- 
increasing toll of damage by flood. 


The West has been slow to link the cat- 
tleman in the uplands with the floods and 
water shortages downstream. When Con- 
gress, slashed appropriations for vast recla- 
mation projects in the West, alarmed West- 
ern governors hastened to Washington and 
persuaded it to restore money for dams and 
other water and power projects. 


A forest ranger commented bitterly: 

“They're spending billions for concrete 
dams to store water, but they won't spend 
penmies for the millions of little dams we 
protect, the blades of grass nature de- 
signed to save the land and water,”

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India’s Tragic Division 
ARE WE TWO NATIONS?, by V. M. Samuel (M. $ 

Vairanapillai). (Herbert Milten Williams, Lahore, 

India.) 

M. 8S. Vairanapillai, American-educated 
professor at Forman Christian College and 
the University of the Punjab, both in La- 
hore, has written an interesting study of 
the ferment if India. Vairanapillai’s Amer- 
ican schools were the Universities of Ili- 
nois and Chicago and the Chicago Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 


His study, which rings strange to those 
accustomed to exclusively British and 
American views of India, is deeply lined 
with the century-born resentment of all 
“foreignism” by Indians. 


In his chapter on race and social con- 
flict, the author shows the injustice in one 
province, Bengal. There are only 23,000 
Europeans out of.a total population of 30.- 
000,000. But they get 25 out of the 250 
seats in the Provincia] Legislature. 


Vairanapillai’s book serves to remind us 
that there are other elements besides Hin- 
dus and Moslems in India, too. Among 
other minorities, caught in the present 
crush, are: 4,335,000 Sikhs, 1,250,000 Jains, 
12,780,000 Buddhists, 6,000,000 Christians and 
119,000 Anglo-Indians. 

Though the author claims his book is 
“not the place to discuss the advantages 
and disadvantages of Pakistan” (the word, 
by the way, appeared in 1933, and originated 
in England), he sees the question as eco- 
nomic, and not religious. Among other sug- 
gestions, he proposes that the U.N. decide 
the issue, with its decision binding on all 
parties for 25 years. As an alternative, he 
suggests the Moslem League and the All- 
Indian Congress sign a truce deferring the 
question until 1960, with an interim gov- 
ernment of 40 per cent Hindu representa- 
tives, 30 per cent Moslem and 30 per cent 
others, 

The author deplores the numberless 
“transient issues” clouding and diverting 
the principal issues of Indian independ- 
ence and national prosperity. He wants to 
know, in this surprisingly objective account: 
“Will independence have any meaning to 
the poorest, the lowliest and the least? Are 
we two nations, and must we live as such?”

A Jolt to Republican Self-Confidence 


Gallup poll of opinion back 


R as Dr. Gallup, it should be 


confidence. 


The latest poll shows that 55 
* per cent of the Gallup cross sec- 
tion prefer the Democrats to the 
Republicans, E’ven more striking, 
per cent of ' , 
those questioned 
would vote for 
President Tru- 
man over Gov. 
Dewey. Ten per 
cent expressed 
no opinion, and 
the outcome of 
a contest be- 
tween the two 
men would prob- 
ably be decided 
by that bloc. 
How much this praroid Stassen. 
means one year 
in advance of the presidential 
campaign is another question. 
Nevertheless, the Republicans can- 
not laugh off the way in which 
their stock has\ dropped since last 
November. The tendency is al- 
ways to discount the poll-taking 
method when the news is adverse. 
Yet it has proved to be a measur- 
ing rod of trends and opinions. 


Economy Not Enough. 


In three election campaigns, the 
‘psychology of the Republicans was 
to attack the errors of the party 
in power. The theme has been: 
turn the rascals out. 

While the Eightieth Congress 
can point to certain legibdlative 
achievements, this same theme 
song has dominated the talk and 
the headlines out of the first ses- 
sion of this Congress. Chiefly on 
the score of spending, the Re- 
publicans have constantly Attacked 
the Truman Administrafion. 

The Republican managers must 
now ask themselves whether this 
is enough. To win the support of 
the independent voters who decide 
presidential elections, a party 
must offer more than the Repub- 
licans have offered to date, They 
must offer a positive alternative 
to what we already have and not 
merely a negative attack. In the 
midst of a crucial contest with the 
Soviet Union, “economy” is not 
enough. 


Roosevelt’s Example. 


After 12 years in power, the 
Republicans were at a low point 
in 1932. Herbert Hoover was at 
“the bottom of the pit to which the 
economic crisis had consigned 
him. It is difficult to realize, 
- looking back on it, how deeply 
he was scorned by millions of 
Americans who blamed him for 
their troubles. 

Yet in that campaign year, 
Franklin Roosevelt, a_ masterful 
_ostestieeasmaee en the rth 


ETURNING Coxgressmen will now be able to take their own 


home. If they get the same result 
a severe jolt to Republican self- 


with a positive program. He 
wasted almost no time in attack- 
ing his opposition. 

The Democrats will have held 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment for 16 years. They held 
both the executive and legislative 
branches for almost 14 years. 
That is a long time under our two- 
party system. 

Millions of Americans would 
like to see a change in the na- 
tional administration. But I am 
more convinced that they will not 
trade something—no matter how 
doubtful they may be about that 
“something”’—for nothing. 


Stassen’s Vote Appeal. 


I am not speaking here of the 
loud noises made by pressure 
groups, such as organized labor, 
which may have been antagonized 
by the Eightieth Congress. It is 
the opinion of the voter in the 
independent bracket that counts, 
and this is the voter who looks for 
something more than negativism. 
For this voter the Taft-Hartley 
Act is not a program. It is merely 
one measure and a dubious one. 
Army-Navy unification is a matter 
of long overdue governmental 
housekeeping. 

This is almost enough to explain 
the recent trend in the Gallup 
polls. The Republicans must some- 
how magnetize the interest and af- 
fections of the five to 10 million 
voters who are not tied to either 
party. 

In my opinion, Harold Stassen is 
the Republican candidate who 
would be most likely to attract 
the independent. His chances for 
the nomination appear, at the 
present writing, to be small. 


Trend Toward Change. 


Gov. Dewey shifes in Albany as 

an efficient, able executive. On the 
road, in his somewhat farcical 
“non-political tour” of the West, 
he seemed.to want to be all things 
to all men. 
“ The trend toward change is 
strong. But the G.O.P. cannot 
count on this alone. One-party 
domination over a long period of 
time has occurred in this country 
before. 

From 1868 to 1912, the Repub- 
licans held the presidential office 
with the exceptions of the two 
terms of Grover Cleveland. The 
Republican Presidents in those 
years were not all first-rate men. 


But regardless of the man, the 
party seemed to fit the mood of 
the country as the Democrats 
floundered in conflict and irresolu- 
tion. That could happen again.

Dr. Hampton 
Says Principle of Separation 
From State Is in Peril. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 30 (AP) 
—The international convention of 
the Disciples of Christ set its 
sights today on promotion of its 
three-year “crusade for a ‘Christ- 
ian world” with a renewed appeal 
from the session president, 
Hampton Adams, for a union of 
Protestant communions. 

In the opening address last 
night, Dr. Adams, pastor of Union 
Avenue Christian Church,  S8t. 
Louis, said that the “principle of 
the separation of church and state 
is being jeopardized by subsidies 
in one form and another to church 
bodies, especially to the Roman 
Catholic church.” 

He asked the delegates to adopt 
a resolution “affirming our adher- 
ence to the principle of the separ- 
ation of church and state and our 
purpose to contend for. the 
principle.” 

He said “the danger has been 
signaled” by the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court re- 
cently in upholding the constitu- 
tionality of a New Jersey statute 
authorizing expenditure of public 
funds for bus transportation of 
pupils to and from _ parochial 
schools. 

He told the more than 4000 dele- 
gates from the United States and 
other nations that “the church 
has a little time, but not much, to 
begin changing the convictions 
and outlook of this generation by 
the most thorough-going Christian 
education that has ever been un- 
dertaken.” He said it was doubt- 
ful that the world can wait longer 
than 10 years for Christian unity. 

Although the delegates may ex- 
press themselves on matters com- 
ing before the session, none of the 
actions will be binding on any of 
the 8870 individual churches. Con- 
vention spokesman explained that 
each church is_ self-governing 
under the congregational form of 
government, 

The convention reported a total 
membership of 1,889,066 last July 1 
when it began its “crusade for 
900,000 new members by 1950.”

| Lincoln interviewed the Rev. Dr. 
'McPheeters after Gen. Samuel R. 
‘Curtis ordered him arrested and 
his church seized, The interview 
‘convinced Lincoln that the clergy- 
man had a “rebel” wife and that 
‘he himself had “rebel sympathies.” 
| “But,” Lincoln instructed. the 
General, “T must add that the 
United States Government must 
not, as by this order, undertake 
to run the churches. When an in- 
dividual, in a church.or out of it, 
becomes dangerous to the public 
interest, he must be checked, but 
‘let the churches as such take care 
(of themselves. 

| “It will not do for the United 
States to support or appoint 
trustees, .supervisors or other 
agents of the churches.” 


| Lincoln took an equally firm 


stand in dealing with a faction of 
‘the church, represented by O. D. 
| Filley- of St. Louis, which sought 
the reinstatement of the Rev. Dr. 
McPheeters. 

“If after all, what is now sought 
is to have me put Dr. McPheeters 
back over the heads.of the ma- 
jority of his ‘own congregation, 
that, too, will be declined,” Lincoln 
wrote Filley.

ever. again be so exhilarating. I 
had made these visits so often. 
The last wartime trip was as re- 
cent as 1945, when my wife, Lily 
Pons, and I had made our exten- 
sive USO tour of Army camps. 
I had begun to look upon official 
European trips as something quite 
routine, 

But this time the concerts were 
for the general public and there 
was an additional inner excite- 
‘ment, for I was to appear before 
people I had not played to for 
Many years. Every artist feels a 
personal bond with his audiences, 
and I, of course, am no exception. 
Now I was to re-establish an old 
acquaintance with thousands of 
European music lovers. 

Besides, I realized strongly that 
people who are struggling with 
the most elementary problems of 
life—food, housing, rehabilitation 
from total war—need the comfort 
and the warmth of music. It is 
when people are most crushingly 
weighed down by problems that 
they need music, and react to it 
most profoundly. So when last 
winter offers came from England 
and France to conduct symphony 
orchestras, our minds were made 
up. We cabled both London and 
Paris that we were coming, 

Immediately on our arrival, of- 
ficial ceremonies were in store. 
Within a few days we left for 
Brussels, where Prime Minister 
Paul-Henri Spaak of Belgium wel- 
comed us. We presented him with 
eight albums of my recordings of 
music by America’s top musical 
creators, Sigmund Romberg, Rich- 
ard Rodgers, Jerome Kern, George 
Gershwin, Stephen Foster and 
Victor Herbert, which the Belgian 
Government had requested for 
the Discotheque,’ the national 
musical archives. In return for 
these, Prime Minister Spaak gave 
me a group of modern Belgian 
recordings which [I shall bring 
home to our own Library of Con- 
gress. 

We returned to Paris, where

VERY man is, at heart, afraid 
E of women. It has always been 

so, and there are many reasons 
for it. 

One of them is that his mother 
was a woman, Of course he loves 
her; but at the same time she was 
the being who ruled him in child- 
hood, who could give or withhold 
privileges, often for reasons that 
he did not understand; who cor- 
rected him, regulated him, pun- 
ished him, In a sense, his mother 
symbolizes womankind to him. If 
she was like that, they must all 
be like that. In these vague child- 
ish memories there is an element 


of fear as well as of love.

BEYOND THIS, however, man- 
kind from the earliest days has 
felt that there is something mys- 
terious, unpredictable, even malef- 
icent about swoman-kind. Her 
monthly rhythm was of evil im- 
port, requiring her in some tribes 
to be. quarantined alone, and to 
unde: rites ‘ification cere- 
mony before she could be again 
allowed at large without danger 
to the community.

I 
sat South and overcalled with one 
no trump, West passed and North 
took me out to two diamonds, 
East passed and I did likewise. 
Naturally, I wasn't fond of the 
two-diamond contract, but it 
seemed less dangerous than to 
gness between a spade and @ 
heart bid. Unfortunately, my 
partner went down a trick and, 
of course, it then developed that 
we could have made at least two 
hearts, probably three. Where did 
our bidding go astray?” 

The North-South bidding went 
off the beam when South ever- 
called the opening club bid with 
one no trump. South should have 
foreseen that because of the part- 
score situation, it was scarcely 
likely that he would buy the con- 
tract on his first attempt. If the 
opponents didn’t put up a contest, 
South’s own partner might (as he 
did) indulge in some diamond bid- 
ding. Anticipating this latter ac 
tion from the fact that he hime 
self had a singleton diamond. 
South should have bid in such a 
way as to guarantee himself later 
maneuverability. In one sense the 
safest bid over West's one club 
was one heart, but this would 
have been shortsighted because, at 
the 60 score, North certainly 
would not pass out a contract for 
only 30 points. The strongest pre- 
sumption was that he would bid 
two diamonds, and then South, to 
deny the suit, would have to bid 
two spades, thus possibly forcing 
a choice at the three level. 

To avoid all this, South’s first 
overcall should have been in his 
highest ranking suit, spades. As 
anticipated, North would have re- 
sponded with two diamonds, and 
South then could have shown his 
heart suit in its normal order. 
North, of course, would have been 
delighted with a two-heart con- 
tract, and the opponents, though 
far from delighted, could have of- 
fered no further contest.

Economical 
Menus for

WN informed shopper recognizes 
quality in all the food she buys 
and she knows if the price she 
is asked to pay is in line with that 
in similar stores in the commu- 
nity. Unless she makes it her 
business to know, her food dollar 
won’t go around and her family 
won’t have satisfactory and ade- 
quate food. In buying cantaloupe 
for example, she wants only nor- 
mally developed, vine-ripened mel- 
ons for they are the only kind 
worth the cost. A _ vine-ripened 
melon separates from its vine of 
its own accord or at the touch of 
a finger and leaves a scar from 
one-fourth to one-eighth inch 
deep. Look for this type of scar 
and smell for fragrance, especially 


| noticeable at the stem end. Don't 


chill melon before serving. Cold 
melon is not nearly so flavorful 
as one at room temperature. And 
don’t fill the cavity with ice when 
serving. It dilutes the wonderful 
flavor. 

Cantaloupe Cocktail. 
One medium cantaloupe, three 
peaches, chilled, one cup sliced 
strawberries, or whole raspberries, 
chilled; one tablespoon honey, one 
and one-half cups chilled cider or 
gingerale, chilled. 
Choose well-ripened, fine fla- 
vored, fruits. Cut melon into 
halves, remove seeds with their 
clinging fibers. Cut into half-inch 
lengthwise strips. Peel and cut 
into dice, 
glass bow]. Add the peeled, diced 
peaches and berries. Drizzle the 
honey over the top and toss very 
gently to distribute fruit evenly. 
Turn into cold cocktail glasses. 
Add the cider or gingerale and 
serve immediately. Makes six to 
eight servings. 

Cantaloupe Salad. 

One medium cantaloupe, 
avocado, 
celery seed dressing. 
Cut cantaloupe into halves, re- 
move seeds and fibers. Cut into 
one and one-half inch lengthwise 
strips. Arrange lettuce on salad 
plates and on these arrange the 
melon strips. Cut avocado in half. 
Remove seed, and pull off skin 
carefully, then cut avocado in 
lengthwise slices, letting them 
slide onto the salad plates over 
and around the cantaloupe. 
less the avocado is 
more attractive the salad will be. 
Serve immediately with the celery 
seed dressing. Four to five salads.
